forward tillcks gniug on the main 
track, and I he rear ones in the siding 
plunged onward. Tin' car struck tin' 
iijirighls supporting the shed roof, 
which were then covered with I ."i feet 
f>!' snow, .'ind instantiv the shed, for a 
iiislance of (10 feet, fell, biirving in 
the fall the ill fated car. .A s.Niivh 
.■imong the ruins revealed that tuo Ital 
lans, whose names could not at that 
time be a.scerlained, had been killed 
outright, while four others were either 
fatally or veiy severely injured.

The eastern 
boundary question which the late govern- 
inont utterly neglected is of such import- 
iuicetliat arrani-eniouts must be made 
with the Douiiniun without delay lest 
pending negotiation and adjustuiont the 
interests of the province are sacnhced or 
prejudiced during tlie coming spring. Had 
the late (joverument done its duty tins 
would not have been necessary. It is 
known that thousands of railway work 
men will beat work in the spring in the 
Kicking horse region, and it is stated that 
thousands of miners, also, will visit that 
region or the territory close to it. The 
provincial revenue tax and the minors' li- 
cence tax on these persons will amount to 
a very large siim, not to roention possible 
land sales outside the railway belt, and it 
is evident! that without some arrangement 
as to boundary or some agreement suit- 
able to the circuinstances.the province may 
not receive what is justly due to her. Such 
an arrangement, which may, perhaps, take 
the shape of suoli a joint control as is es- 
tablished between Ontario and Manitoba 
ponding negotiations as to undefined terri- 
tory, has to be made, as above said «( 
o/ict!, leaving the general ([uestion to be 
adjusted by future negotiation and corres- 
pondence. Ilonoc the necessity for per 
sonol conference on the subject with the 
Dominion (Jovennnent. The season is 
about to open and the provincial govern- 
ment must make administrative arrange- 
ments and have aii able representative 
on its eastern frontier immediately, to suit 
the new circumstances. The Standard 
echoing its master, "Always and ever— 
No," objects to this; it would view with 
complacency the trauafor of alarge income 
from the provincial to the Dominion trea- 
ury without protest or pre-arrangement 
by the province. This is not the way, 
liowever.in which the present government 
does its business. It seeks to remedy the 
effect of the ignorance and aupineneas of the 
late government by prompt and decided 
action. Wo have no doubt our government 
will succeed without any disturbance of 
our relations with Canada in making a 
suitable tetuporary arrangement that will 
safeguard our territorial and revenue 
riohts. The Standards seems to take 
trouble to choose subjects for criticism 
which when exhibited in their true light 
illustrate the ignorance and folly of its 

political friends. ■

Journal prints a 
long bill of particulars in -the form of a

He was dismissed 
from otlicu but notwithstanding this dis- 
grace the .Iiidge directed him to preside as 
judgoat the Judge's Criminal Court at the 
county of Elgin on ..liU'eront occasions dur- 
ing the following months of .Vugiist, Se|i- 
tomln'i- aiiil October, wlieii, the county 
conned being about to protest, thejudge 
made promises which ho did not keep, in 
order to have the motion protesting burk- 
ed.

In discussing the economical use of coal 
iirprivate families a recent lecturer had 
.several now ideas to propose. He said 
that every fire place should make its own 
gas and burn it. This could be done at 
little cost. Wo must do away with the 
fuUacy that lires won't burn unless air 
passes through the bottom or front of the 
lire. The two views bo was auxiou.i to 
enforce were these- that the open grating 
under the fire is wrong in principle, de- 
fective in heating power, and wasteful of 
fuel; and that the right principal of burn- 
ing coal is that no current of air shmild 
pass through the bottom of the fire, and 
that the bottom of the lire should be kept 
hot. The lecturer went on to say that ha 
had drawn up seven rules for the con- 
struction of a Gru-place : Aa much lire 
brick and as little iron as possible; the 
back and sides of the lire-place aliould be 
lire brick; the back of tho llrc-placo 
should lean or arch over tho lire so as to 
became heated by the rising flame ; the 
bottom of t^he fire-place or grating should 
bo deep from before backwards, probably 
not less than y inches for a small room, 
nor more than 12 snchos in a largo 'room, 
tho slits iu the grating should be narrow, 
perhaps ^ inch in width for a sitting-room 
grate, g inch for a kitchen grate, the bars 
in front should be narrow, the chamber 
beneath the fire should bo closed iu front 
by a shield or economi.'ior. In the Liieda, 
Eng., Infirmary about one-half the (ires 
had boon fitted with ocuiioiiiiaera, and 
several grates had been constructed on 
the principles laid down. A saving of 
about 60 tons per year had thus been so- 
cured.

SIR EDWARD ARCHIBALD. 

Skctcli of tlie t'iii cei- of (he I<ate 
Coiisiil-Oieiieral at IVew 
York. 

A NATIVE OF NOVA SCOTIA. 

Sir Edward Mortimer Archibald, C.B., 
K.C.M.G. , for many years British Oon- 
sul-General at New York, whose death 
was announced a few days ago, was boru 
iu Truro, Nova Scotia. j\lay 10, 1810. 
Ho read law with his father, an eminent 
Colonial jurist, and entered the British 
service as Registrar of Supreme Court of 
Nova Scotia when only '2'2 yoara old. 
Subsequently ho became registrar and 
clerk to tho local legislature, and then in 
succeasion attorney general, advocate-gen- 
eral, and judge of the supreiiie court. 
While liobling tlie.si' oHices he took part 
in several important coiiiuiisMious, nota- 
bly the one which iiegolialeil the French 
Fishery 'I'reaty. lie retired from the 
oUice of supremo court judge in 1855. Tho 
enlistment of soldiers in this country for 
the Crimean war, and I\l r. RIarcy'a re- 
moiistr;:uce, led to the withdrawal of the 
liritish minister from Washington, Sir 
.lohii Crami)lon,iind the relirement of I\Ir. 
Barclay, the liritish Consul in Now ^'ork, 
October 1. 1857. Judge Archibald was 
appointed to succeed Mr. Barclay, and 
February 9, 1871,, he was promoted to the 
ciuisul-generalship. His ilistrict included 
the States of New York, New .leiaey, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, ami Delaware. 
Din ing tho civil war and Fenian excite- 
ment .ludge Archibald's duties ivei e often 
more of a diplomatic than a commercial 
nature, and the success which attended 
the performance of those duties won for 
him high praise, both from the Home 
government and leading men in this coun- 
try. 

At the close of the war he was made a 
Companion of the Order of the Bath. Ho 
assisted under Sir Edward Thornton in 
the payment of the Geneva award, carry- 
ing with him to Washington in one in- 
stance -SI.'), 000, 000 in cheipies. A curi- 
ous fact III connection with this trip w-as 
that the train ii|)oii which the conaul-gen- 
oral was travelling broke down, and as 
the time for tlie payment of the award 
had nearly expired, the British Govern- 
ment eume very near beaig deelt^red a de- 
faulter. During the war, when the mixed 
court was established for the suiipressiou 
of the shive trade, ■) udge Archibald was 
made (Uie of the judges During his resi- 
dence in New York he on two occasions 
entertained English Princes. The first 
was in ISliO, when tho Prince of Wales 
visited this country, and tlu! second in 
1870, upon the visit of the l.)uke uf Con 
naught. In 1880 Sir Edward was en- 
titled to retire upon a pension, ho hav- 
ing attained the ago of 70 years, but an 
exception was made in his favor by Lord 
Salisbury, and he wiia permitted to retain 
the oliice. In 1882 ho went to England, 
where he received the Order of St. iSlich- 
ael and .St. (ieorgu and a pension of 
i'l,.")00a year. He resigned his ollico 
ahoiil that time, and never returned tu 
this country. 

Tlie Itrave Ggyptiuits., 

The correspondent of the London Times 
at Suakim says:— "The poi't of Suakim 
itself is safe. Not if all the Mahdi'a 
forces were outside, and General Baker's 
army annihilated, would the place be in 
danger, ao long as our town vessels stand 
guard. Two gunboats lie anchored, one 
on either side of the causeway, and an 
enemy attempting to enter the town 
would be deciinated by their tire. 'I'ho 
other night the iiihabilanls and the onemy 
oiitaide had a striking e.-taniple of what 
tho ship could do. Information was 
brought in that an attack was imminent, 
and the General asked tho senior naval 
ollicer to tire a few rounds over tho town, 
as some sort of intimation that wo wore 
ready. The request had hardly been 
made ere signals were Hashed from ship to 
ship. In less time than it takes to write 
it, all hough the men wore sleeping in 
their hammocks, tho ditlerent crews were 
at their quarters. Shell aftnr shell was 
sent panting through tho moonlight over 
Suakim and for into the desort boyond, 
which was allumiiialod as they hursl as if 
by Hashes of lightning. Landing with 
Captain Nosliam, the senior naval officer, 
wo found the (irook, It.vlian.and Egyptian 
iiiercliants of the place congregated upon 
ho wharf, where they shivered with 
freight, aifll making our way through the 
silent town to the outside camp, the ditl'e- 
rent Egyptian sentries whom we passed 
seemed hardly able lo hold liieir rillos, ao 
panic stricken were they. In the camp 
itself, too, one fell aa ho looked around 
that if the enemy were to attempt a deter- 
mined rush it would probably prove suc- 
cessful. The freipieiit tlight of the shells 
overhead, tin; loud reports of (he camion, 
and tho distant ihuds of the bursting 
charges soon restored confidence, and the 
crowd on the quay ware chattering with 
delight as they listened to the rush of (ho
